them, De Flores tells him, that after dinner (it being then noon) 
he wHl wait upon him himſelf , and shew them to him, where-

- ment; and ſo go to the Ravelins, Sconces and Bulwarkes, thence 
by a Poſtern ro the Ditches , and ſoto the Caſ-mates , three 
whereof they have viewed, ani now coming to the laſt , and.

De Flores having perpetrated this murther , informe's B-atr7co- 
7-anna thereof, who joynt!y with him rejoores thereat, and, the 
better to blind the eyes of the World, they cauſe to be reported, 
that Piracquo was ſeen go forth of the Caſtle gzte , and thathe 
was ſeen take boat in the City , and went to take the air ofthe 
ca, 2S was thought, 
By thistime Prracqrs is miſſed, ad no news 15 tobe heard of 
um, though they ſend ſcouts both by Sea and Land, to hearken 
ſer the ſame : whereupon his friend }, exceedingly bewailirg 
Is loſs think Lhe 1}s drowned 1n the Sea. In the mieſ of this 
urly burly and ſorrow , Beatrice. Joanna priv-tely fends for 
lſemero, whoafter ſome time?, very diſcreetly, firſt ſends the 
ueteſt of his kindred, and after comes him 1f in perſon to ſeek 
© 1 marriage ; whereof he make Shews in publick. Andat 
agth , though with wuch difficulty, he obtains Fermandero's 
Ment; and thus are Alſemero and Beatrice- Joanna, ſolemnly 
Mar : 
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married at Aiicant with much ſtate and bravery. 


Scarce have three months paſſed fince their Nuptials, but | 
Alſemero becomes jealous of his wife, and ſo reſtrains her thae | 
he will hardly permit her to ſee any man ; ſhe is very much ne- 
tled :t this his diſcourteous uſage of ther, and complains to her 
Father, who [peaking thereof to him, he ſuddenly provides a 
Coach, and fo c rries home his wife to /alentia. 

Vermandero, Willing to hear how matters ſtand between his 
Daughter and her husband,ſends D- F/5ves thither, with T.etters 
to them both, who exceedingly glad of this occaſion, haſte: thi- 
ther, and finding A/ſemero abroadghe delivers her Father: Letter, 
when ſhe tels him of her husbands unkindneſs, wherest hs ta. 
king advantage, revives his old ſait, the yields to his unlawful 
defire, and bids him viſit her often; by this time 4//e-1er0 is come 
home, receives his Fathers Letter, and the next day ſends away 
De Flores With returns of Letters to his Father. 

De Flores is ſcarce gone but one of his ſpies, a waiting-Gen- 
tlewoman of his wives,telis him that there paſt many amourons 
kifſes and the like, between De Flores and her Miftreſs, and re- 
lates to him whateyer ſhe either Heard or ſaw, whereat wholly B 
overcharged with pafſion,and rage, he flies to her chamber. and | 
chargeth her with her roo much familiarity with him, the which 
ſhe denies: but his choler rather increafing then abatins herear, 
ſhe is reduced to this extreamyg to palli:te her whoredoms ſhc | 
muſt diſcover Piracquo's murther, the which ſhe goth in the{ 
words, Know, 4'ſemero, that fith thou wilt enforce me to ſhey 
thee the true cauſe of my chaſt familiarity with D: #lor-:, that [ 
am much bound to him, and thy ſelfmor: , for he it was, that at \ 
my requeſt diſpatched P:racquo, withour which 1 coul : never B 
h.ve enjoyed thee to be my husband, nor thou mefor thy wite, 
and fo reyealsto him the whole circu 1 ſtance of that cruel mur- 
ther, and conjures him to conceal the ſame, yowing to dye? 
theuſ.nds deaths ere ſhe will defile his bed, 

Aiſemerey wondring at this news, ſaich littie, enly he ſtridly 
charges his wife,no more to ſee or admit De Flo:es into her com: 
pany, but ſhe for all this continues her intelligence with him 
and by cuſtom grows impudent, for now they in a manner do 
thit publickly which heretofore they were very private 
Ins , 

Diepbantainforms her maſter of this 'candal, who ſwearsto bt 
reyengd, and 6njoyneth her to lay wait for the very hour Yr 
bs 
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De Flores artives from 4/icart Which ſhe doth; when, inſtantly 
pretending a journey into the Conntry ( he very ſecretly ha- 
ving his Rapier. and Ponyard,, anda caſe of Piſtolls charged in 
his pocket, re{olving to puniſh them at ence , both for their 
mutther and adultery, ſeeming to take horſe ) he gets into his 
Study which was within his bed-chamber. : 

Al It emero's back 1s no ſooner eurned A bur D- Flores 15 with his 
Wife, which he perceives, and hears all the paſſages, and now:

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Alibius marthercth his Wife Merilla , he #5 diſcovered firſt 
by Bernardo, then by his owne Daughter Emelia, {6 he # 
apprehended and hanged for the fat. 


N the Pariſh of Spreer not far from Breſcia in the territo! ies 
of Venice , there dw-lt a poor © ountry man named Alibis 
w. of a comely ſtature and proportion, whoſe Parents 
were of an honeft fame and reputation, 

This 4ljbius , after he had attainedthe age of five and twen. 
ty years, married an honeſt matden named #ril/a, a Farmers 
1 Daughter of the ſame pariſh, with ſmall means, little wit, and 
1 | leſſe beauty, yer ſought by many honeſt Country ſwains, for 
\| ſhe was known to be wary and provident, and indeed had 4- 
151us Care but anſwered her honeſt ſimplicity, they might haye

N But +/ib;:5. 1n few years after his marriage . by prodigality 
and profuſeneſs had ſo waſted that little he had , that he now 
& ><gan to want, and ſaw thoſe evill courſes he took would 
+ © bring him to beggery : yet ſo was his heart hardned , that he 
"1 ſtill perſiſts inhis yicious courſe of living, whereat his Wife fin- 
{.& ing fault, had no other hopes of amends , then vile and con- 
re *<mptuous ſpeeches, and ee Mer 8 abuſive language, Grows 
| Hh ing 
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Growing thus from bad to worſe, his poor wife thioks fitts 
ſpeak to ſome vertuous friend fto deal with him to reform him, 
bur he was ſo far from liking or taking this wholſome counſel, 
that he reviled the party who gavc it him, and underſtanding 
that it proceeded through his wives perſwaſion, to be revenged 
of her, he for ſome months forſakes her company and bed, 

Another motive, which as he ſaid made him pot love her, 
was her barrenneſs: but God to take away this cauſe (which lay 
not 1n her own power to help) and as a puniſhment ( as it after- 
ward proved) ſent him a daughter, whom they called Emilia. 
But as before he was diſcontented for want of a child, {# now 
he hath one, hecannot endure the crying and trouble thereof ; 
nay, 3s ſhe grows up, he grows unkind to her, yea, every 
day more and more, both in words and deeds : and laſtly to 
make up his evil: compleat, he cavils with his wives wrinkles 
and fings fault that ſhe is withered and decayed. | 

Alib:« now cafting away all fear of God,and goodnels;leaves 
his wife and family, and gets into ſervic*, where what he gets, 
he prodigally ſpends in whoring and drunkenneſs, having no 
regard at all, <ither to reform the vanity of his thoughts, or to 
controul h:s difſolute and dangerous aftions, Having thns 
=_ many years in ſervice, and in that time having never vi- 

ited Me: i!/a orEmilia and finding himſelf grown aged and know- 
ing ſervice to be no patrimony, he intends to forſake that 
kind of life, and ſocomes for a time to Breſcie to watch 
if any occaſion preſented itſelf whereby he may raiſe his for- 
runes. 

He had not lived there lcng, but he ſees ſo many beauties, 2$ 
he began to loath his wife 1:ril/s, and wiſh her 1n another 
World, Abiding thus in Breſcia it fell out that he who bore the 
flver rod. in token of honour and juſtice, before the Podeſtate 
or chief Magiſtrate of the ſame City, dyed, and to this Of- 
fice Alibiza aſ,ired, and, by making miany friends to the Pode- 
fare and Senators, he atlaſt obtained ir, being worth one hun- 
dred Zechins per ann, beſides his a And now, this prefer- 
ment makes him indeed ſcorn his wife Meri/la, fo as ſhe m 
not come neer him, nay he reſolves to poyſon her, as being 2 
di paragementto him. And to increaſe this his pride, notlong 
after, an /1oneſt Citizen of Breſcia, of his own name, though nos 
thing of kin, dies, leaving 2 rich widow named Philates, and 
makes eur Aljb'w ( cozened by his hypocrifie ) overſeer 
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of his will, And now all his theughts tend to the getting Phi- 
lates's fayour 3 ſo, defacing all goodneſs and vertue out of his 
heart , he rid;s over to Sprear to poor Meri'la, and under colour 
of tender love , in milke, wine, and roſted apples, he gives her 
ſome poyſon , bur ſeeing it did net operate as he intended, he 
purpoſely picks 2a quarrell with her , reviles and beats her in 
a moſt Jamentable manner, and ſo goes his way and leaves 
her : And applies himſelfto Philatea, and courts her to grant 
him kei pleaſures, which ſhe not having honeſty e- 
nough to refuſe , yeilds to his iuſt , which, in a ſhort time, 
made her ſhame apparent by the ſwelling of her belly , which 
finding , ſhe acquaints 4/rbins therewith , and tells him ſhe 
muſt marry one ef her Servants, but he minding to make him- 
ſelfe Maſter both of her perſon and wealth, ſwears now Me- 
7i!la ſhall not livey to which end, he gets ſtronger poyſon 
than before, and in a dark night he takes horſe in the Eaſt ſub- 
urbs of Breſcia , and ſo rides toward Sprear , but as he rides 
by the common place of Execution a mile out of the Towney 
his ho:ſe ſtumbles, and falls under him, right againſt it, and 
with the fall puts his ſhoulder out of joynt, { here was a caveat 
to divert him , but he had not graceto receive it ) and arrives 
at his houſe , where he findes Emetia his Daughter with Merle 
his Wife , which ſaved her life at-that t me, but yet he quar- 
rels with her, reviles and beats her, and ſo goes his way. 


But now Philatea again ſeconds her firſt matter, and tels 
him that he now muſt previde for her ſafety, and to hide her 
ſhame ; with which words netled , he now fully concludes Me- 
rilla muſt dye, at what rate ſoever : ſo having one night waited 
upon the Podeſtate to ſupper , he takes horſe a little before the 
City gates were ſhut, and having diſguiſed himſelf that he might 
| Hot be known, with the poyſon 1n his pocket, he rides to Sprear, 
ties his horſe to a tree in an adjacent meadow, and knocks ar 
the door, | 

Poor Merill« was in bed with a little Grand-child of hers na- 
med Pemeris , which was Eme/ia's Daughter , whom the ſends 
down to Open the door without a candle , Al»bius entersy goes 
up ſtairs into his Wives Chamber, and after ſome words, 
| Lives her a pation 'with poyſon , and forceth it downe her 
+ throat, and to make ſure work , takes a bill. c ovt of the chim, 
ney, kills herin her bed, an1 ſo haſtily ruſheth ovt of the doors, 
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Pemeria, Who before hzd hidden her ſelf, now lights a candle, 
aſcends up the chamber and there finds her Grandmother dead 
1n the bed, during Wi:1cn tine, 4151s takes his horſe and ga's 
lops away : Fomc119 raiſcth the neighbours, who coming and 
firding the dead body, Chyrurgeons zre ſeni for, who report 
ſhe 15 both poyloned and beaten to death , thty examine the 
Grancchild, who tells what ſhe knows , but to little pu; poſe 
for tne pr. ſent, 

By this time news 1s come to Breſcia, at which news Altb'vs 
mourns and takes on extreamly , 2nd none fo ready to 1nquire 
for the murtherer as himſelf : and becauſe he will take off all 
ſuſpition, becanſe Enelia was ſuſpeed , he comforts her, ard 


uſe th hermore kindly then ordinary , yea and becomes ſurety 


for her -ppearance. | 

And now time which weareth all things, begins to deface the 
memory of this murther, and A4libjus thinking hinmſelf ſecure, 
marries Philatea for his ſecond Wife , which is the cauſe that 
ſom. curious heads begin co ſuſpe& him for veril/a's death, but 
none dare ſpeakic publickly ; when lo God himſelf now brings 
it out, the manner thus, 

Alibius ſends for one B-rnardo of Sprear to come to him, who 


formerly had been one of his difſolute companions, and was at 


thattime an aſſociate of Emelia's Husband, and drew to lewd 
and vicious courſes : this man after his conference with 411bius, 
fel1 ro his drunken humour in Breſcia, where, in the midſt of his 
cups, he ſaid he was a Countryman of Spre ar , and that he knew 
Alihius as great as he now bore himſelf, and that he murthez ed 
his poor wife in the Country , to get this fine one in the City, 
which he often repeated, but was ſoon after ſent away,and fince 


chat time was never ſeen in Breſcia. But this report remained. 
* Shortly after this he begins to withdraw his kindneſs from 
his Daughter Emili«, which greatly perplexed her, as knowing 


in Ker conſcience that her Fath:r was her Mothers murtherer, 
ſhe mightily feared, leſt he would diſpatch her likewiſe, which 
ſhe the more doubted, becauſc her Father re gg her , but 
1.0: 25 yet freed her from her appearance befote the Corriga- 
dors of Spreav. And here ſhe knows not whatto do, as to the 
diſcovery of the ſaid murther, bur at Jaſt, God prevailing with 
fer conſcience , ſhe goes to the next Corrigador and reveales, 
1}at her Eacher 4/ib us Was the murtherer of his wife Me il/a. 
Tine Corr jgador ae te1ns Emilje 1 his. houſe, and writes to the

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Podeſtate of Breſcia hereof, who finding the probabilities and 
circumſtances ſtrong, conclude to as M him : he1s wa ti#g 
at the door for the Podeftate, when he is ſenr for in to tliem ; 3t 
his firſt entring his velvet cap, and filver rod are taken irem 
him, and with them his office, He 1s examined, bur with a bra- 
zened face ſeeks with ſmooth words to palliate and exter uate 
his crime ; bur in vain, for they ſiraight commit him cloſe pri- 
loner. 

On the Monday, Emilia 15 ſent for and brought, and the next 
day the is. examined, where ſhe faith with many tears and ſighes 
- theſe words : Hy Father bath often beaten my Mother, and even (aid 
her for dead, and at other times he hath given her poyſon -and he it is 75 
ne other, that hath now murthered her , ſo binding her to give £v1- 
dence at the great Court of the Province, they diſmiſs her. 

Now the time of hs tryall being come, he is conveyed to the 
Caſtle to be arraigned , where he ſtands upon his innocency 
and juſtification, but his Indimet is made, wherein the murtker 
is ſet forth in allits circumſtances : Witnefſes are produczd, 
firſt his own Daughter &milis, who ſtands to her former evi- 
dence, then two Apothecaries boyes are called, who ſeverally 
affirm they ſold him Ratſ{-bane at two ſeveral times. 
| Whereupon the \ury, notwithſtanding all his fair pretences, 

report him guilty of murthering his Wife Heri/!a , fo h: is re- 
manded to Piiſon, yet all this cannot work him to confeſſion, 
The next day he 1s brought to receive juJgement, which was 
to be hanged till he were dead, 

And now we muſt {ce Alibius fetched from his Priſen , and 
conveyed to the place of Execution, where art. his aſcending 
up the Ladder, his gray beard and comely Countenance moved 
the ſpeQators to commileration, thenconfeſling his crime free- 
ly, he with tears beſoug t the World to-pray for his ſoul, and 
wiſhing them to beware by his example , he dyed penitently, . 
—_ firſt cleered his ſecond Wite Philatea, from being 
acceflary tothe murther of his firſt wife, 

And this was the end of 4/7bius. which may 1t prove a terror-: 
toall people to make them ayoid ſuch finnes , leſt they ſuffer 
the like puniſhmecrs EÞ 
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Victorina cauſeth Sypontus to ſtab aud murthey her fir 
Hwu:band Souranza , and ſhs her ſelfe poyſonerh Faſlino. 
T heſe beiug both miraculouſly detefied , and the parties 
thereof convitiea, he is beheaata, and ſh: hauged and burnt 
for re ſame. | 


panied with other enormities , as having adultery and 
blood both attendant of her, agd hereof this preſent 
Biſtory is a pregaant example , which though 1t be 
mournful and tragical, yet to the advancement of Gods 
glory in its puniſhment, happened as followeth. 

In Verice in the latter years of the Reign of Leonardo Donato 
the Duke thereof, there was a Gentleman a younger Brother, 
yet neer fifty years of age , named Seignior Jaromo Beraldi, who 
zn his youth took ro Wife the Daughter of Seignior Lorenzs 
Burſſo of Padia , by whem he had feyen Children , wherewith 
they thought themſelyes bleſt, bur this their happineſſe laſted 
not long, for in ſeven years fixe of their Children dyed , and 
onely the eldeſt Daughter named: Dona V:Forina ſurviyed. 

This young Gentlewoman being now marriageable , and 
withall rich, noble, and fair, had diverſe —_ Saitors, 
amongit whom the moſt by her eſteemed and loved , was 
on2 Se1gnior Sypontus a Gentleman of the City , but ennobled 
rather by his birth then conditions, though otherwiſe in his 
p*rſon very compleat ; between thele two was ſo entire and 
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perfe& an affeion , that Sypontus reſolyes to ſceke her pube 
lique'y in marriage , which accordingly , with much zeale; 
conſtancy , and affeRion he performs , and after a years ſuit 
and protrattion , Vi#orina conſents to be his Wife, ſoas he 
obtains her Father and Mothers conſent : whereupon , in fair 
and diſcreet termes , he acquaints Beraldi and Lucia . her Fa- 
ther and Mother , with his long affeQton to their Daughter 
/i4orina, whom he prayes them to beſtow upon him in Marri- 
age, But the old . couple not ar all pleaſed with the motions 
deny him their conſent , but they thanke him for his loye and 
honour , and tell him they have diſpoſed of their Daugheer 6- 
therwiſe, for the truth is , they thought Sypontus to be too 
poor (as having ſuffered many and great loſtes by the Tarkes )

But Viforina though married to, yet loves not S1ranza, ſhe 
thinks him too old for her luſty youth, and ſo laying aſide her 
honour and honeſty ; ſhe bends her affefions from her Ruſ- 
band, re young Sypontus ; who though he have her not for his 
Wife , contents himſelf with this, that , ( to uſe the Venetian 
phraſe ) ſhe is his Courtizana, and he her Enamorato ; for they 
now grow familiar , eyen beyond all modeſty ; Souranzs bein 
no ſooner abroad , but Sypontss is at home , both defiling his 
bed, and contaminating his Wives body, with the fonl finne of 
Adultery. And now indeed ſhe is grown fo vicious, that ſhe 
perfeAly hates her Husband, and wiſhes him every day in ano- 
ther world ; w<b ſhe often hints to Sypontz but he ſeems to t ke 
no notice thereof.

Auntand him, he prayes the ſeryants to ſtay in the cham- 
Per ill his return) lo he ſpeeds to the Podetiate, and ac- 

© EE , quaints 
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quaints him of his Uncles murther, for which he ſhongly 
chargeth Moroftn1, and his ſaid Aunt, and craves juſtice on 
them both for the ſamc. 

The Podeſtate enquiring after ailthe circumſtances that 
might lcad to the diicoycry, and examining 1uch perſons 
aS he thought might be concerned 3 and {atisfhed with 
evidence and depoſitions fo found by him and taken , he 
jends his ewo fons with his coach to St. Francis to allure 
Imperta thuthzr, which they do ; where ſhe is no ſooner en- 
tered, burtthe Podeltate chargeth her that ſhe and her en- 
amorata M570/nt had murthered her husband Palmers, for 
which he made her priſoner for that.day in his own houle : 
She endeayours with many plaufble words to excule both 
her ſelf and My»roſ4at, burin vain, for Serjeants are lent to 
apprehend both him and his tewo companions, who (al- 
though they had reccived private notice of her Impriſons 
mcnr ) yer could thzy nt efcape 3 torche Inn where they 
lay being beter with Officers and others, they being roo 
weak to refit, were enforced to yield up bath their perſons, 
piſtols and {woras, and 1o are conyeyed to the Common 
priſon of the City. 

Zonatro hearing all thenews of thefe paſſages ar Lo#etto 
irddenly falls fick and dyes. And atthe fame time Loretto 
and Ancona viſited of the plague, the four priſoners are con- 
veyed thence to Polignio two imall dayes journcy, to be try- 
ed for theirlives; where wi:hin three hoursof their arrival, | 
they are all convented before the two criminal Judges, and 
2rc then andthere ſeverally charged with the ſtifling Palme- 
71148 to death inhis bed, which all and eycry one of them 
apart do ſtifly deny.

her and adyiic her to liye, but ſhe wiil not heacken unleſs 
he may live alſo. They acquaint Moroſini therewith, who 
likewiſe intrcats her co livez but her firſt anſwer is her laſt, 
that ſhe will acceptof' no life if he muſt die. The Judges 
givea whole day co perſnade her, but ſhe is till deaf, defi- 
_ either to live with him, or conſtant to die with, or for 
UM. 

] herefore, when nothing can prevail with her, the next 
morning they are all four brought to the place of executions 
where factt Do1ato with no words, next Aſtonicus with tew. 
are turned off; then comes Moroſini, who taking leaye of 
Inperia prayes her to accept of her life and to furyiye him, 
ſo confeſſing his fins he ſuffers death, 

Imperia is now again ſolicited by the Judges. Friets and 
Nuns to accept of her life, but ſhe ditdains it, ſo aſcending 
the Ladder and making a ſhort ſpeech to the Spectators, ſhe 
bids the t:xecutioner performs his Office, who immediately 
turns her oyer. 

Thus was the lives and thus the death of theſe three young 
men and one fair Gentlewoman, than whom never died any 
more both pityed and lamented. Learn we by theirexatmples 


to ayoid their crimes, which God grant, Amen, 
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ADRIAN and ISABELLA.

Salynes and went into the very firſt Ian he meratthe Towns 
end, whereof the Hoſt was named Adrian and his wife 1/4- 
bells, He was a debauched fellow , and given both to 
Wine and Women, and of poor parentage, but his wife well 
deicended with whom he had two thouland croyyns in mat- 
riage, which he had waſted and ſpent, 

Into this houſe and to this yirious hoſt Adrian, is our fick 
De Laxricr entred for the recoyery of his health; he likes his 


hoficls but cannot digeſt his hoſt 3 yet he prayes himto al 


= 
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cure hima Phyſitian, he brings one named Za Motte, who 
icing his water and feeling his pulle, lets him blood to pre- 
vent a burmins feayer, and then givehim hopes of his health, 
but he finds himſelf ill weak, and rather growing worſe 
than better. 7/abella tends him diligently, and performs the 
duty bothof a good hoſtels and agood woman 3 but her 
husband Adrian 1magining de Laurier to be rich, doth yeriy 
hope and pray that hc may ſpecdily dye in his houle, andit he 
does not he relolyes to kill him by ene means or other. 

And now De Laurter's icknels increaſed to the delpair of 
life, he prayes Adrian tobring him a Prieſt to give him the 
Sacrament. Adrian performs his requeſt, but brings him a 
Prieſt named Father Ju#inian, as wicked as himlelfin all 
vitious courles; whole prodigalities had likewiſe made hius 
poor. To this wretch, Adr1an (having firſt endeavoured 
ro draw his wie I/abrilz ro have a hand therein, which {he 
peremptorily and ccnſtanily retuſed) on a munday morning 
reveals his bloody purpote 3 where he freely contents, anct 
{wears toſecond him in the murther of Pe Laurier , to as 
what Gold, Silver, or [eels they ſhall finde him to have, 
may be ſhared equally between them 3 which they (ſolemnly 
{wcar cach to other, fo for the preſent they part. 

Inthe morning they net again, and conſult of the man= 
nerand titre to perpetrate this murtherz and agree to do it 
by poylon, and to this end Adrian buyes the poylon, and 
Fujtinian will adminiſter it in a water, which he uteth fome- 
times to give him in his fickneſſe. And as it were the ber= 
ter to favour their Ceviliſh defgn, word is unexpectedly

De Laurier 1s troubled art his hoſteſſes ſudden departure 3 
and now ſecing himſelf reduced to this extremity:thar he can 
ſee no body, and no body fce him, but only they rwo, he 
more and more ſulpe&ts his ſafety, io that eyery day and 
night brings him new cauſe of deipair, He {till conceals 
his Gold and Jewels from his Hoſt and the Prieft 3 yethe 
he fears that their jealoufietherecf prove the acceleration ef 
his danger, for he often ſees them whiſpers, ard obſerves 
Cme 
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' the Prieſt that he will not murther De Laurier till he know 
what his wealth is; therefore he adviſes him to lend tor his 
Son to D/jon to come to him, and profters himſelf to carry 
1t over to him inperlon, and deliver it with his own hand, 
But D? Laurirr will rather trouble his hoſt A1rian, who 
carefully undertakes it» So the next morning De Laurier

Polilible ſpeed back from Dijon wich his (on co him. 


His letter contained theſe words. 


De Laurier ts Du Pont. 


Ome ſeven weeks ſiace coming from Frankford Mart 

I fell fick at Salynes, where Il he very weak in the 
houſe of my ho# Adrian, (the bearer hereof ) whom Ipur- 
poſely ſend over tothee, to command thee to come hither to 
me with all ſpeed. I have here with me in Gold and Few- 
els to the value of 1700. crowns, and Ifear that neither 
it nor my life is ſafe here. Come away with an intent ts find 
me either dead or dying; conceal this letter from all the 
World. Love this meſſenger but truſt h1m not : God proſper 
my health and ever bleſs thy proſperity. 


De Laurier. 


_ Adriah having this letter, pretends to take his leaye, and 
— on will needs ſee him take horſe > but inſtead 
thereof they go to a low parlour, and bolting the door- 
open the Letter, and fatisfied with the diſcoyery by the 
contents, they reſolve to make that enſuing night his laſt, 
{o theLetrer is burnt, ahd 44rian privately huſheth him- 
ſelf up in-his own houſe from th2fight of all the World: 
Father 7+/tiian goes up to De Lauriers chamber, yyho!s

ſome fatal apparitions in their countenances, which infal. 
libly tell him all is not well. Bur 1o cunning is 7#*/tinian 
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infinitely perplexed in Spirit, fearing that his death 1s altea» 
dy plotted. And now indeed the fatal rime 1s come, for 
abour midnight De Laurier waking out of his troubled ſlur 
ber, prayes Father Juſtinian to give hima ſpoontul or two 
warm Wine in a {mall earthen port wherein he uſed co drin; 
when this monlicr glad of the opportunity > ſteps fortia 
and - takes the poyloncd water from A41/14ng, and pours the 
poyton from it into the lxtle pot of wine, and to warms iz 
a little by the fire in De Lauriers chamber, and then gives ic 
him co drink; which he grecdily and innocently doth, 
whereof within one hour atier he dycth ; and to prevent 
any crying, theſe two Devils with bedſtayes ram a grcat 
holland towell into his mouth.

eſpecially the Lady Bellinda her felf, who to artificially dit- 
ſembled her joy , and fo paſſionately makes demonftrati- 
on of extreme grief and affliction , ' for this deplorable 
death of her Lord and husband , both to her ſeryants, and 
to God, thar ſhe is all in tears , and cannot, becauſe 
the will not be comforted _ : they find ihe __ 
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door locked , the key within-ſide . and his own bloody 
Knife on his pillow , and therefore they eafily refolve and 
conclude that this their Lord and Maſter Feralio hath wil-
